The shipyards of the port have two slipways and build only 7. 000- ton 
tankers which are equipped with Diesel engines.

III. RECENTLY BUILT SOVIET FISHING BOATS, SIGHTED IN PORT TZIBOUTI 

Two Soviet fishing boats of approx. 700 tons in capacity, were sighted 
in Port TZIBOUTI j 
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Both were equipped with Diesel engines and had wooden decks made of narrow 
peach pine boards. One of them bore amidships a 3*5 X 3.5 mater water 
tank, that stood out of the decK. These fishing boats were about 50 - 55 
meters long and about 9-10 meters wide. The radar antenna resembled 
the HIGH SIEVE type.
